For the founders of our 
nation the liberal arts  sub- 
jects were the dynamic force of 
our education. In our time, for 
example, we have produced al- 
most unlimited opportunity for 
training in vocational skills which 
are so necessary a part of our 
industrial society, but we have 
taught less and less of those sub- 
jects which would give purpose 
and meaning to those skills. In- 
deed, we have watered down legit- 
imate vocational education with 
the teaching of hobbies, and pas- 
times which have no real reason 
to be included in an educational 
system.

The State Welfare Dept. made 
benefit payments to 158,758 in- 
dividuals in December, a net 
increase of 954 over the Novem- 
ber figure. 

Welfare Director Alan Kemper’s 
office reported Thursday that 
only the old age pension rolls 
declined during the month—to a 
total of 98,553, down 149 from 
November. 

But aid to dependent children 
beneficiaries increased 932 to a 
total of 42,483; aid to disabled 
rolls were up 167 to a total of 
14,266; and aid to the blind was 
up four to 3,456. ; 

The department paid a total of 
$6,304,399 in benefits, an increase 
of $27,711 over November.

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Truman Hit Mark 
With Verbal Barbs 


“Grandpa Harry S. Truman, who is 
no* Demosthenes but who does not em- 
pley the English language to conceal his 
théughts, has made a commentary on the 
Eigenhower-Dulles report delivered Mon- 
day. night to the nation. He was inter~- 
viewed in New York where he is visiting 
hi¢ grandson, Clifton Truman Daniel. 

“Tt read,” said Truman, “a damn 
sight better than it sounded.” 

"This seems to have been the general 
opjnion. 

-"T think I was just about as thor- 
oughly bored with Dulles as the Presi- 
deft appeared to be,” said Truman. 

“This, too, was not without sustaining 
evidence. The President did appear to be 
bored with Dulles. We took it to be a 
stdte brought on by rehearsals and by the 
fact that Dulles is about as inspiring as a 
mackerel on ice. 

“The former President also suggested 
Dulles obtain a good college dictionary 
and learn how to use the English lan- 
guage. This, too, is good advice. Dulles 
wds full of cliches, dangling participles 
and sentences which seemed to have been 
constructed by amateur carpenters. 

Truman may have put his finger on a 
point. Dulles’ statement, he said, 
seemed to have been a product of 
“RBD&O ... Bunk, Bull, Deceit and Ob- 
fuscation.” He referred to the Madison 
avenue firm employed by the GOP—Bat- 
ten. Barton, Durstine and Osborn, Inc. 

Madison avenue does have a low opin- 
ion of the intelligence of the American 
people. It seemingly makes all decisions 
via the new down-grading of American 
taste known as “motivation in depth.” 
Madison avenue is not above writing a 
speech which includes errors in grammar 
and faulty sentence structure. To do s0 
would be, in Madison avenue’s mind, to 
reach the average U.S. mind which, Madi- 
son avenue apparently believes, expresses 
itself in the same sort of manner. This 
school continues to think that since most 
Americans make errors in speech it is 
more homely and effective to have 
Dulles do the same. We just can’t believe 
that Dulles is as dull as he appeared and 
sounded. ue 

Dulles is no asset to the administra- 
Hon or the country. If we could have a re- 
placement there would be a lifting of na- 
tional morale.

In Collection of Taxes 


Fulton County’s excellent record of 
tax collections speaks well for both the 
cooperative spirit of its citizens and the 
vigilance of its tax officials. 

Tax Commissioner Standish Thomp- 
son’s report showing more than 95 per 
cent of anticipated revenue collected, with 
another 2 per cent expected before it 
becomes necessary to add sheriff’s fees to 
delinquent bills, also reflects the healthy 
condition of the general economy in 
Fulton.

Soil Bank’s ‘Savings’ 
Leave Taxpayer Cold 


During the current soil-bank year 67 
large producers of cotton, wheat and rice 
were paid more than $50,000 each for 
having kept part of their land idle. Some 
of the payments were, of course, much 
larger than the average, the top one being 
$278,187 for retiring 22,779 acres from 
production,

money from the soil bank. Top recipients 
in Dixie were:

than five billion dollars. This is about 
$1,000 for every farm in the United 
States. 

The 67 large producers will receive 
a total of $5,261,000. The taxpayer, some- 
what stunned by this, is told by the gov- 
ernment that payments to the same farm- 
ers would have been about nine million 
dollars under the old formula. 

The taxpayer answers that he would 
have at least paid it to farmers for pro- 
ducing something. 

Yes, replies the government, but we 
then would have been forced to put much 
of it in storage and charge you, the tax- 
payer, a few more millions for rental of 
warehouses, maintenance and so on. Then 
if we did dispose of it abroad we'd have 
to charge you, the taxpayer, the subsidy 
cost for selling it at world market prices, 
which are lower than those of the crop- 
support parity formula. 

What is at once obvious is that we 
must have a broad, new approach. The 
taxpayer is more and more irritated. There 
is a growing public resentment against 
the farmer which is unwarranted and 
unjust. 

We likely won’t have any success be- 
cause next year is an election one and the 
Congress will play politics with the farm 
problem. 

But the soil bank which theoretically 
saved us millions of dollars is pretty sure 
to go.

Literature Commission 


Should Be ‘Redefined’ 


An amendment to the,act which cre- 
ated the State Literature Commission in 
1953 will be presented at the coming ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. It has the 
approval of book and magazine dealers in 
the state as well as the commission itself. 

While this newspaper has opposed 
giving any such commission extraordi- 
nary powers bordering on censorship, the 
proposed amendment would remove 
some major objections by placing final 
responsibility where it belongs—in the 
courts. It also redefines obscenity in line 
with a recent Supreme Court ruling and 
outlines procedures whereby the com- 
mission can move legally to stop the sale 
of same, 

The proposed amendment also pro- 
vides for a full-time executive secretary 
and a central office for the commission 
and its files. It authorizes the commis- 

sion to employ help where needed in its 
investigative mission. In the latter cate- 
gory there should be some limitation on 
the number of employes. It might become 
very tempting for the commission to set 
up a huge bureaucracy to ride herd on 
what people read and think. 

The amendment would protect retail- 
ers who now are subject to unjust pun- 
ishment and harassment for selling items 
which may be questiondble but of which 
they are unaware. It would tend to place 
the main responsibility upon the whole- 
sale distributors. 

The Constitution is opposed to the 
willful sale and distribution of obscene 
literature. It is equally opposed to cen- 
sorship. If this amendment accomplishes 
the purpose of eliminating the former 
while leaving enforcement as the final 
responsibility of the courts, it should be 
constructive. 

No commission or small censorship 
group should have authority to determine 
what should or should not be read. So 
let the courts have the decisive voice in 
ruling upon material which is question- 
able.

Child Guidance Clinic 
Is an Asset to DeKalb 


The DeKalb County child guidance 
clinic, which will begin full scale opera- 
tions in new offices around Feb. 1, al- 
ready is proving its value. 

Children from 23 families have been 
aided since the clinic began functioning 
in temporary quarters in November. 

Its officials take a sensible approach 
to their task. They work toward nipping 
juvenile delinquency in the bud before 
certain tendencies in that direction de- 
velop into criminal acts. 

Parents’ cooperation is an important 
factor in the kind of results the agency 
obtains. One difficulty in that connection 
is the fact that many parents are embar- 
rassed at the necessity for seeking help. 

The false pride must be swallowed. 
Indeed, the social code in recent years 
has changed gradually so that there is 
an increased awareness of the importance 
of treating youngsters’ minds with. at 
least the same amount of care given to 
symptoms of physical ills. 

The process, however, has been slow 
and still has a long way to go. The De- 
Kalb clinic will serve to hasten it along 
provided the necessary cooperation is 
forthcoming. :

Yet he apparently agrees with 
Gov. Luther Hodges of North 
Carolina, who says, ‘‘At the mo- 
ment, I don’t see any light 
ahead.” 

The South ean look to no ef- 
fective leadership in the national 
House or Senate against the pres- 
ent oligarchy of minority groups 
which controls both the Republi- 
can and the Democratic parties. 
Southern Democrats in Congress 
are beholden to the electorate for 
their seniority, but are the more 
beholden to the national Demo- 
cratic Party (and to its country- 
wide success at the polls) for 
committee chairmanships and the 
larger fruits of seniority in of- 
fice. 

If Southern congressmen rebel 
against the national dictatorship 
of the party they are simply cast 
out of power individually and mi- 
nority voting blocs in Illinois, 
New York and Michigan continue 


And South- 
ern governors have every motive 
for defending the sovereignty of 
the states to whom they are re- 
sponsible and from whom they 
hold their high honors.

As a preliminary to that sort of 
general conference, or the pro- 
jected disarmament session of the 
whole General Assembly, it al- 
ready had been suggested that 
the Russians and the United 
States would meet. 


Thus far we and the Russians 
are unable to agree on the scope 
and form’ of negotiations but it 
would seem that the variety of 
proposals ultimately would assure 
a common ground. The main thing 
is that all of us keep communi- 
cations open.

Georgia built roads at a record 
rate in 1957, and the State Depart- 
ment is planning for an even fast- 
er construction pace next year. 

With the state’s 1,170 miles of 
the new Federal Interstate sys- 
tem still largely in the planning 
stage, the department staff confi- 
dently expects that the $83,312,599 
of construction work let to con- 
tract this vear will be substantial- 
ly exceeded in 1958. 

Work let to contract this year 
represents an increase of approxi- 
mately 69 per cent over the ap- 
proximately 49 millions in con- 
tracts in the 1956 calendar year.

BERLIN, Dec. 26 (P—A study 
of information that has filtered 
through the Iron Curtain in re- 
cent weeks Indicated today that 
communism is driving people 
to drink. 

Repressive Measures an- 


of people in Russia, Red Poland, 
Soviet Germany and other 
European satellites were turning 
to hard liquor. Not for relaxa- 
tion or pleasure. Just to get 
drunk, as quickly as possible. 

It appeared that they were 
drinking to escape the constant 
drone of Red propaganda and 


the harsh realities of police- 
state life. 

The young people who spear- 
headed resistance to Russian 
rule in Germany, Poland, Hun- 
gary and in less well-publicized 
uprisings in otber satellite 
states appeared also to be head- 
ing the rush to the bar. 

The problem was especially 
acute in Germany, normally an 
abstemious nation. Alcoholism 
was no particular issue in West 
Germany, but east of the Iron 
Curtain intoxicated persons were 
a common sight in bars and on 
the streets. 


The prosecutor’s office in Red 
Berlin, blaming excessive drink- 
ing for the upsurge in teen-age 
crime, threatened severe punish- 
ment for bartenders caught 
serving liquor to juveniles. 

Communist authorities in Ger- 
many have been reported pre- 
paring to raise the legal drink- 
ing age from 16 to 18. 

They have acted to limit the 
sale of hard liquor in railway 
stations. Effective Jan. 1, the 
sale of strong drink at track- 
side counters will be prohibited, 
although it still will be avail- 
able in station restaurants. 


German’s Communist food 
ministry has announced that it 
will publish a soft-drink recipe 
book, apparently in hopes of 
improving the quality of the 
unpalatable soft drinks now 
available in the Soviet zone.

S. Khrushchev’s chief trouble shooter for agricultural 
affairs has been appointed boss of the party in Kazakh- 
stan, to step up production in the central Asian republic.

So while the administration 
is ‘‘working on’’ how to respond 
to the Bulganin letter, the fact 
is that it is split between those 
led by Stassen, who believe that 
negotiations with the Soviets on

AGE LIMIT THE SAME 

Courses would be offered in 
schools or by some agency ap- 
proved by the Department of 
Education. It would not change 
the age limit — 6 — for - 
censes. 

The proposed program, which 
has also been endorsed by the 
Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women, Georgia Bar 
Assn., Georgia Jaycees, DeKalb 
Chamber of Commerce and nu- 
merous other organizations as 
well as by dozens of educators, 
would be financed by license 
fees. 

Although not compulsory, driv- 
er education courses that have 
been offered in DeKalb County 
schools have been hailed as a 
“splendid example” of what can 
be accomplished through this 
training. 

BILL TABLED 

This bill was tabled at the 
close of the 1957 legislature for 
more extensive study on costs 
and financing.

Mr. Abram 
Hits Home 


To show you that I’m turning over new leaves, hanging up a 
fresh calendar, preparing myself for the coming of the New Year 

. well, I’ve cleaned off my desk! 

It was no small task, especially on such a beautiful, fresh- 
washed and shiny winter day. But I turned my back on the sun- 
shine and faced the desk which crouched in the corner like a huge, 
moulting monster shedding papers and boxes and driblets of corre- 
spondence all over the floor. 

It’s neat now .(At least its moulting hide of stuff is combed 
into peaks.) And I want to report that it was a rewarding experi- 
ence. I found the new winter number of The Georgia Review. 
Now I’ve been looking for The Georgia Review for some days 
because I wanted to read a piece in there by Ben H. Proctor 
on John H. Reagan, the postmaster of the Confederacy. There 
is also a story about Elliott White Springs which attracted me. 
(Mr. Springs, as Clarke Olney wrote, was one of the glamorous 
World War I sportsman fliers and a writer and not, as he said, 
“a summer resort.’’) 


But I can’t report much on either of those articles because 
I got sidetracked by something else—Morris Abram’s piece, ‘‘Anti- 
Intellectualism: A Modern Heresy.”’ 

Mr. Abram’s piece is the first one in the book, after the reg- 
ular editorial, of course, but it reached out and latched on to my 
attention as I leafed through, with one sentence: 

‘The main problem in higher education today is not, as is often 
claimed, physical, but atmospheric.” 

Education since the advent of the Russians’ Sputnik has almost 
replaced juvenile delinquency as a subject of conversation. And 
since it’s so hard come by in my family it’s a particularly painful 
subject to me. I would be willing to skip it if I could—but plainly, 
I can’t. And after reading Morris Abram’s views on anti-intel- 
lectualism I'd be ashamed to avert my face from what is prob- 
ably the greatest task facing me and every parent, the education 
ot our young. 


Mr. Abram, the eloquent and able young Atlanta lawyer, 
hits home with his contention that ‘‘modern buildings and excellent 
piumbing”’’ are but secondary to the atmosphere of scholarship, 
defined by Disraeli as ‘a place of light, of liberty and learning.”’ 
He excoriates us for disparaging “the mental disciplines which 
have given us the discoveries which describe the age.’’ He points 
out that we ridicule professors and call our educated leaders and 
philosophers ‘‘egg heads.’’ He decries the decline of “the hard 
core of curriculum” in the American university, adding wryly: 


“No one disputes the pleasure and perhaps personal profits 
which may be derived from. a course in circus-acting, but this 
kind of curriculum is not intellectual in its pretense, does not 
require a university to teach it, and adds little, if anything, to 
society as a whole, which, after all, sustains and supports the 
university, presumably for society’s benefit and advancement.”’ 

Mr. Abram mentions the “inner-directed’” and “other di- 
rected”’ people of David Reisman’s “The Lonely Crowd” and says: 
“The intellectual man must, of necessity, be lonely. He is not 
able to surrender his mind and to subject his opinions to the 
vagaries of a mass public opinion poll. He is what he is and 
is content to be that. America was once shaped by the ‘inner- 
directed,’ morally motivated man, The question is whether it will 
be distorted if it loses a solid core of this type of citizen.” 

There’s more, much more. But it deserves to be read in its 
entirety. Even if you’re not cleaning off your desk, you'll find 
this Georgia Review rewarding.

Bryant and Wyatt, who brought 
his Tennessee Vols to town last 
Monday, had been sitting in a room 
at the Biltmore talking about their 
’57 football editions. Both were us- 
ing the crying towel frequently, so 
you assumed neither expected to 
be working during the holidays as 
bowl coaches, but here they are. 

“You know the odds were pretty 
long against Bowden and me playing 
each other in a bowl,” Bryant said, 
sipping coffee, “‘but they were real short compared to the prospects 
ot my returning to Alabama. 

“When did I make up my mind to come back? Well, it’s really 
hard to say. I knew for sure a couple of days before our game with 
‘'exas on ‘Thanksgiving. It was a tough decision, for the people at 
‘texas A&M are great. You have to live there to really appreciate 
what fine folks they are. But everyone wants to go back home. 

“A challenge. Well, it is, but that’s certainly not the reason,”’ 
Bryant said and chuckled. “I’ve had enough challenges. No, sir, 
that’s not it. Now that it’s over, I think I made the right decision. 
I'd decided to retire in three or four years at A&M, but now I'm 
going to be coaching as long as they want me.” 

A few hours earlier Bryant had heard, for the first time he 
said, that Frank Leahy was coming out of retirement to take 
the Texas A&M job. He seemed pleased over the choice as his 
successor. 

“I was really happy to hear that news,’’ Bryant said, “for 
Leahy is a winner. He'll make A&M a fine coach. Then, too, I'm 
giad that it’s settled, for it'll put our boys in a better frame of mind 
for the game.”

“He'll make a good pro player. He does everything well. ‘This 
will be a real test for him, though,’’ Bear continued, “‘for he’s been 
on the banquet trail ever since our last game, That’s where I’ve 
been—down in Louisiana for John Crow Day. Couldn’t miss‘that one 

. not after what that boy’s done for me. 

“Our boys like to play, but we’re not a great team by any 
means.

If a fel- 
low’s winning and is successful, 
though he may be breaking 
every form of pitching etiquette, 
leave him alone. Form doesn’t 
mean anything if they’re get- 
ting the batters out. 

“I am not completely familiar 
with the Milwaukee staff, nor 
with (Manager Fred) Haney’s 
methods, so I'll have to wait 
before I can make definite 
statements about the pitchers. 
You can't argue with success 
and I don’t aim to.”
